MUCH MUDDLED. 
CONFLICTING. 

Lownon, April 20.—The news this morning 
from the various capitals in regard to the politi- 
cai situation is very conflicting. A Rome dis- 
patch contradicts the statement that Italy has 
asked England to state her views, and a Berlin 
dispatch reaflirms it, and says the question is 
now being repeated by Austria, Italy, and Ger- 
many. 

MORE CONTRADICTIONS. 

A dispatch from St. Petersburg declares that 
Bismarck bas ceased mediating, while dispatches 
from Berlin and Vienna state the exact opposite 
very positively. The St. Petersburg correspond- 


ent uudoubtedly derives his information from 


the St. Petersburg Chancellery. 
AUSTRIA. 

It is equally impossible to determine what is 
the foundation ior repeated declarations that 
Austria is about to occupy Bosnia. The Austrian 
and Hungarian Ministers are in council in Vieu- 
na. It is stated that Count Andrassy is pressing 
for the immediate compromise of the long- 
pending controversies between the two States, 
because the condition of foreign affairs demands 
an energetic policy which intestine quarrels 
would hinder. 

PRECAUTIONARY. 

Lonpon, April 20.—Many corflicting reports 
are current about the measures of precaution 
Austria will take, but none are authoritative. 
It is said that Servian activity aud truculence 
are being excited by Russia to divert the Aus- 
trian forces, as Servia’s ouly furtner expecta- 
tion of profit must lic in the direction of Bosnia, 
where Austria could not permit her to go. A Vien- 
na dispatchsays: Whatever measures of pre- 
caution the Government may have resolved 
upon, Russia is not a party to them. They bave 
Germany's sanction, and possibly thev were 
suggested from Berlin, but Austria is still free 
asto her future movements. It is worthy of 
notice that the best informed and most trust- 
worthy and careful ot all the social contribu- 
tors tothe London press, discussing the posi- 
tion at considerable length, has not a word to 
say about the attitude of Austria, a fair indica- 
tion that no decision has been reached at 
Vienna.” 

NO PROGRESS. 

‘Lonpon, April 30—5 a. m.—A correspondent 
at St. Petersburg says there has been no per- 
ceptible progress in the negotiations during 
the last twenty-four hours. The direct 
pourpariers between England and Russia have 
hardly begun. Russia still wishes to ascertain 
England's views in general terms. It is not 
yet known whether Lord Salisbury will relax his 
present strictly negative attitude. 

ANOTHER REPORT. 

Lonpon, April 29.—A Berlin dispatch says 
negotiations relative to the withdrawal from 
Constantinople are proceeding favorably. The 
Russians have agreed to withdraw to a line 
from Adrianople to Dedeagatch. 

ENGLAND. 
WARLIKE PREPARATIONS. 

Lonpon, April 2¥.—Gen. Sir Alfred Hastings 
Horstord has beeu selected as commander ot 
the Second Army Corps. A considerable 
proportion of the First Army Corps is likely to 
be dispatched to Malta in the course of the 
coming week, includiug a portion of the 
guards. Many thousand stand of Martini- 
Henry rifles are being removed from the racks 
in the Tower of Tondon, presumably for the 
equipment of the reserve. 

There is great activity at Portsmouth in pre- 
paring fittings for the conversion of merchant 
ships into armed cruisers. A manufacturing 
firm has received from the Admiralty an order 
for more than a hundred wire torpedo nets for 
the protection of ships from the attacks of tor- 
pedoes. All nets are to be delivered during 
May. 

Immense quantities of shot and shell are be- 
ing issued from Woolwich arsenal in ail direc- 
tions. 

INDIAN TROOPS. 

The first Indian expeditionary force will em- 
bark from Bombay. Two divisions will leave 
to-day, consisting of two batteries of Royal 
artillery,the Thirteenth and Thirty-first Regi- 
ments, the Second Goorkhas, and two compa- 
nies of sappers and miners. The second will 
embark as soon thereafter as possible. It will 
consist of the Ninth Cavalry, First Bombay Lan- 
cers, the Ninth and Twenty-sixth Bombay 
Infantry and twocompanies sappers and miners. 
The shipping arrangements comprise steamers 
with an aggregate tonnage of 15,579 tons, and 
sailing vessels of 21.146 aggregate tonnage. 
The latter will be towed by the steamers. 
Water will be provided for thirty and coal for 
twenty-six days. At the Bombay dock-yard 
work is being prosecnted dav and night in fitting 
the ships for the accommodation of the troops 
and borses. 

A SUCCESSFUL EXPERIMENT. 

As an experiment of State policy, the dis- 
patch of native troops to Europe has proved 
successful beyond the hopes of the most 
ardent advocate of the measure. The na- 
tive soldiers appear completely captivated by 
the prospect of being engaged in military 
service in Enrope. They are now volunteer- 
ing to cross the seas with an enthusiasm 
which has surprised eren those who 


| know them best. They are pressing forward in 


hole regiments at atime. The troops who 
returned from Burmah only A weeks ago, and 
who were three years In that country, are said 
to be delighted by the thought that they are 
going to some place near England to fight the 
Russians! In one regiment every man has 
signed a petition that he may be sent with the 
expedition to Europe. 
ENGLAND'S ATTITUDR. 

Lonpon, April 2&—Gathorne Hardy, Secre- 
tary for India, presiding at a baneuet in Brad- 
tord to-night, said the Government took its 
stand upon public faith and honesty, and upon 
the declaration of 1871 that one party to an en- 
gagemqnt could not withdraw from it without 
the tof the rest. He denied that the 
Goverment were indifferent to the wrongs of 
the Turkish Christians, but the policy of a great 
power could not be destroyed by an jpcident, 
however horrible. The real question was 
whether England had or had net great inter- 
ests in the East. He maintained that the 
Treaty of San Stefano in its present shape did 
not containa single clement of permanent 
peace. The interests of the Greek and Mussul- 
man population must be protected, as well as 
those of the Selavs. The measures of the British 
Government were vot warlike, but precaution- 
ary. A war party or war Ministry was an im- 
possibility in England. If a people went to 


war it must not be fur the sake of victories, but 


only for great principles. The Government 
were determined to maintain the principles by 
which their cooduct onthe Eastern question 
bad hitaerto been actuated. 

DETERMINED. 

Mr. Hardy spoke in à very determined tone. 
He said he believed Engiand could send 70,000 
men abroad at this moment. England is uo 
longer a small island, but a vast empire, having 
the right to draw trustworthy defenders from 
all parts of the empire. He knew nothing which 
gratified him so much as when lately he received 
at the War Office offers from Canada to raise 
regiments, and he believed the same heart was 
beating in all the colonies as at home. 

Referring to the San Stefano treaty, he said 
there was danger that if one Power was abie 
to dominate and use another without actually 
annexing her, English and European interests 
might suffer, and a stete of civilization and 
humanity would be brought about very 
different from the cdiviliza#tion and hu- 
mainly of England. Durable peace 
for Europe could not de secured 
by the destruction of all which had been 861- 
emnly ratitied by all Europe or by the predomi- 
nance of one Power. It Was to secure a dura- 
ble peace that the Goveruments were seeking 
an entrance into a Congress where views might 
be freely heard upon every question affecting 
the treaties of 1856 and 1871. They looked to 
the people to enable them to speak with a force 
and decision which would give effect to their 
aims. 

THE FIRST ARMY CORPs. 

Lonpon, April 30—5 a. 9.—Ilt)is understood 
at Aldershott that the Queen has expressed ber 
intention of naming an early day to review the 
First Army Corps im its now complete state. 

WHAT DOES SHE WANT? 

The Pall Mall Gazetie,in a leading editorial, 
says: The solicitation to us of Germany, 
Austria, and Italy to propose a plan 
of our own, amounts to neither 
more nor less than a verbally modified offer of 
the principle of equivalents as a basis of settle- 
ment for the Eastern question. That offer has 
been again and again declined by ber Majesty’s 
Ministers during the ess of the late war, 
and we have mo fear ¢2 their accepting it at a 
time when they would incur more conspicuous 
discredit by so doing than on any past occa- 
sion.“ 

BRAG. 

Lonpow, April 29.—The Vienna Politicai Cor- 
respondence has a letter from London stating 
that the British Government still considers it 
possible that Russia may appreciate to the ſul! 
Engiand’s earnestness. In the contrary case 
England will take into her own hands, at her 
own risk, the rectification of Russia's work in 
the Balkans, the Peninsula, and on the Asiatic 
coast of the Black Sea. It is possible befere 
embarking upon this course England will sum- 
mon a Conference in London. 

VOLUNTEER ENLISTMENTS. 

Lonpon, April 20.—Ata meeting to-night of 
the committee to promote the organization of 
an active-service volunteer army, two Generals, 
five Colonels, and many members of Parliament 
joined the committee. Thirty officers and 300 
men yesterday signified a willingness to join 
the force, and many were euroiled to-day. The 
total number of volunteers so far is about 
80,000. 

GOING TO MALTA. 

Lonpon, April 20.—A dispatch from Wool- 
wich says two batteries of artillery there are un- 
der orders to be in readiness to proceed to 
Malta. e 

THE INDIAN CONTINGENT. 

Lorpon, April 29.—A telegram from Bombay 
announces that the first detachment of troops 
has sailed, and that a number of fresh regiments 
are waitiug. The expedition takes stores for 
five moutus. 


TURKEY. 
REFUSE TO SURRENDER. 

Lowpon, April 29.—Last week Gens: Joavan- 
owsky and Zimmermann sent officers sinul- 
taneously to Fasli Pasha at Shumia and Ahmed 
Kaiserle at Varna with formal demands for the 
surrender ot those places. The answers in both 
cases were that uo orders to quit had been re- 
ceived from the Seraskierate, nor, if such orders 
were received, could the troops be moved until 
transports came. Some threats were then used. 
Finally the Russians begged permission to oc- 
cupy the outer lines, leaving the inner lines and 
towns to the Turks. This E declined,

BATOUM.

The Vienna Montags Review yesterday pub- 
lished a Berlin letter believed to be semi-official 
on this subject. The letter said it could hardly 
be expected that a foreign fleet would make its 
appearance in the Baltic against the wish of 
Germany. 

BOSNIA AND HERZEGOVINA. 

Lonpon, April 29.—Vienna newspapers re- 
port that the entry of Austrian troops into Bos- 
nia is imminent. This announcement, however, 
is believed to be founded on mere conjecture, 
as nothing definite has been settled. 

PREMATURE. 

A correspondent says rumors relative to the 
decision on the part of Austria to occupy Bos- 
nia, and form a corps of observation in Transyl- 
vania, etc., are premature, although the proba- 
bilities of such measures have doubtless in- 
creased. 

A special trom Vienna says probably before 
this is printed the Plenary Ministerial Conncil 
now sitting will have autborized the Ministry to 
make the necessary arrangements for realizing 
half of the credit of 60,000,000 florins. if 
Hungary consents, Bosnia will be occupied. 

SERVIA. 

A Belgrade dispatch says artillery and militia 
are being hurried to the frontier and the fortifi- 
cations at the frontier towns strengthened. The 
Turks have evacuated Adakaleh, the fortifica- 
tions of which will be razed. The report of in- 
surrectionary symptoms amongst the Moham- 
medans in Old Servia is sensational.

THE GREAT STRIKE. 

Lonpow, April 29.—The Manchester Guardian 
says: The struggle in the cotton trade con- 
tinues, but the prospect of a peacefu! settle- 
ment appears somewhat less remote. The 
operatives still press for an opportunity of sub- 
mitting their case to arbitration, and Saturday 
they devised a plan for adjusting the dis- 
pute which will probably commend itself to 
most people as fair and reasonable.

FIRES. 


AT DETROIT. 

Detroit, Mich., April 29,—At 5:400’clock this 
morning an explosion of the gas main leading 
into the Free Press Building took place. The 
gas ignited, and instantaneously the whole 
edifice burst into flames, There were at that 
hour in the building the chief préssman, two 
mailing-Clerks; the night engineer, aud five 
pressmen, all of whom escaped after the 
fire broke out, two of them being slightly in- 
jured. The Free Press Company occupied the 
two four-stery brick buildings corner of Wood- 
bridge and Griswold streets. The burning gas, 
ascending through the stairway, ignited at once 
every floor of the two buildings. An effort was 
made by the pressmen to put on the safety hose 
and throw astream of water on the fire below, 
but the attempt was abandoned as futile. The 
presses were stopped, and the forms of the pa- 
per were saved. 

The city firemen were promptly on hand, but, 
despite their efforts, the two buildings were 
thoroughly gutted by fire. The presses, of 
which there were twelve, and the machinery of 
the Free Press were more or less damaged. The 
job roomg contained about $40,000 worth of 
maternal, which is utterly destroyed. The rooms 
above the job rooms were used as the 2 
foundry and as the mail clerk’s room. In the 
office of the latter every paper was saved in- 
tact, including the subscription lists of all the 
editions of the Free Press. 

In the rooms next above were located the 
com posing-room and editorial-rooms. The com- 
2 with the equipments, burned and 

ell through, destroying the material. A simi- 
lar fate befell the editorial-rooms, with the ex- 
ception of the rearmost room. In the latter was 
stored a quantity of new type, which was unm- 
jured. * 

The Free Press Company bad arranged to set 
up the present week a new Bullock perfectin 
press, with combination folder and paster, an 
the foundation for the presé was all in readiness 
in anticipation of its arrival. Several thousand 
dollars’ worth of new type had been purchased, 
aud was stored in the building, most of which 
is lost, including the dress of type now in use. 

The Post and Tribune, Evening News, Volks- 
blatt, the daily papers of this city, and the job 
printing offices came to the proprietors of the 
Free Press with offers of assistance, and every 
facilitv for getting out the editions of the paper 
without delay was offered, 

The weekix.edition will be delaved 4 few days, 
and the publishers beg the indulgence of their 
subscribers and the newsdealers in every portion 
of the Union. 

The new Bullock perfecting press will be put 
up in an adjoining building immédiately, where 
the office is already established, and to morrow’s 
edition published as usual. Everything in the 
safe in the counting-room was saved.

voled down al. motions to dispense with farther 
proceedings under tne call ox to adjourn. Finalty 
at ten minutes past 11 the House thought it had 
had enough of such proceedings, and it adjourned.

SENATOR MORTON. 


His Remains Yesterday Transferred from a 
Vault to Their Final Resting-Place.

InDIANAPOLIS, April 29.—This afternoon at 
8 o’clock, in the prescnce of a company of 200 
or 300 of the more immediate triends of the 
family and relatives, the remains of the late 
Senator Morton were removed from the chapel 
in Crown Hill and buried.

A STRANGE STORY. 
Bufaio Express. 

On the 284 of October, 1877, William Free- 
man was sentenced to the Erie County Peniten- 
tiary for one vear and six months, the prisoner 
having pleaded guilty to a charge of burglary 
and larceny. Freeman was duly received into 
the Penitentiary, was put to work iu the shop 
at polishing buckles, and continued quietly and 
with uniform good behavior to pursue the 
dreary routine of prison-life until yesterday 
morning, when a surprising discovery was 
made. It became known to the prison au- 
thorities, and later to the police officials 
and a few others, that the supposed 
William Freeman was a woman. It seems 
that some partics, probably her friends 
in Allegany County, had applied to Gov. 
Robinson for a pardon for the supposed William 
Freeman. In such cases it is usual for the Gov- 
ernor or his authorized agent to write to the 
keeper of the prisonin which the person for 
whom the onis asked is confined, for a 
statement of the condition of the prisoner’ > 
health. To ascertain the physical condition of 
the convict. a medical examination was requi- 
site. Dr. P. Sonnick, the physician to the Peni- 
tentiary, was accordingly requested to investi- 
gate the case, and at 9 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing proceeded to perform that duty. It was not 
very long before he hurried to Deputy-Superip- 
tendent Wander with the startling information, 

„That's a woman.“ The prisoner who, for the 
past six months, had toiled in the shops with as 
hard a lot of male humanity as could 
easily be got together, was indeed a 
woman in male habiliments, and the aston- 
ishment of the keepers was increased by her 
statement tbat she had worn the clothes first of 
a boy, then of a man, from the time she was 11 
years old. 

As soon as the startling discovery of her sex 
was made, Mary Ann Schafer, as she confessed 
ber true name to be, was removed to another 
and secluded part of the prison, pro- 
vided with the costume prescribed for 
female State prisoners, and by S8uperin- 
tendent Baker’s orders was made as com- 
fortable as the rules would permit. The woman 
had utterly broken down from ber usual firm 
bearing. She begged the Superintendent to 
keep her there for life rather than to allow her 
secret and her name to be published. This, how- 
ever, could hardly be prevented, as several per- 
sons necessarily me possessed of a know!- 
edge of the facta, and the news once out natur- 
ally soon spread. And indeed the statement of 
her history will be more likeiy to enlist the 
—— of the public for her than to do her 
njury. 

ary is 23 years of age, about 5 feet 7 or 8 
inches in height, with dark eyes but pale com- 
piexion. She isa pretty good woman, 
weighing probably 140 pounds. Her wrists and 
ankles are small, but her hands and feet, from 
the roughest kind of labor, are large and coarse, 
and her waist has never known the grip of a 
corset. As William Freeman, she was about as 
good looking as the average man; as Mary 
Schafer, she is not a — 2 woman.

The gentleman who wants 
to go is the son of Sins, who is anxious to 
prove that the hole at the North Pole bis 
father so long argued really exists. We can- 
not help, however, admiring the conserva- 
tism of the Journal, which sends Szmmes’ 
soul in search of Symmes’ hole. 


The condition of the county’s finances, as 
ascertained by a careful search of the books 
and reported to the Board yesterday, had the 
effect of exciting the ire of Commissioner 
FITzGERALD, who seems to comprehend with 
difficulty the fact that the era of cooked-up 
reports, opinions, etc., is a thing of the past. 
It was, of course, aggravating to FirzczraLp 
and his crowd, but at the same time emi- 
nently appropriate that this report, showing 
the depleted condition of the County Treas- 
ury, should be presented and published 
alongside of the proposition of the 
Ring to vote Watxer $29,000 in the shape of 
extras for the use in the Court-House walls 
of thicker stone than that called for by the 
contract. This sum, a clear donation at the 
best, is over $7,000 in excess of that which 
Architect Eoax reported that Wan was 
in equity entitled to; it is $7,000 more than 
WALKER expected to get or will ever receive 
for his share, and the surplas will be dis- 
tributed ‘‘ where it will do the most good.” 
Which is why the statement of the county’s 
financial condition was so unpalatable yes- 
terday to certain of the Commissioners. 

FRAUDULENT SAMMY. 

Day by day the American people are be- 

coming more and more convinced that Sam- 
Ul. J. Tü is not only a notorious moral 
coward, but that he is a good deal of a sneak 
anda fraud. The opportune moment for 
him to have foisted himself into the Presi- 
dential office was before the passage of the 
Electoral Commission act, when the Demo- 
cratic majority in the House had it in their 
power to declare him elected, and to either 
seat him in defiance of the Senate or to pre- 
cipitate civil war, or to force the Republicans 
to accépt some advantageous compromise. 
If AnpErw Jackson, or his little prototype 
AnpREw Jounson, had been standing in Trrz 
pEN’s shoes, the opportunity for a first-class 
row would not have been permitted to pass 
unimproved. But the moral power of the 
Democratic popular majority at the last elec- 
tion, and the abnormal condition of affairs 
in Louisiana, and the vantage-ground held 
by the Democratsin the House of Representa- 
tives were not made available because of Sam- 
vEL J. TILpEN’s cringing cowardice and de- 
ficiency of power as a successful leader of a 
great party. As a great sneak he is much 
more of a success; and with Coxxrrxa's aid 
he may yet develop into some kind of a 
character really so conspicuously bad as to 
become histaric. 
It is already pretty well settled in the pub- 
licmind that he swindled the Government 
out of the major portion of his income tax, 
which no doubt constituted a part of that 
„bar“ of money which enabled him to pur- 
chase the nomination at St. Lonis, and get 
the support of impecunious Democratic 
newspapers. He next dickered with Grover, 
of Oregon, for a portion of the Electoral 
vote cf that State, but the trade did not pan 
out worth acent, and the speculation ter- 
minated badly for all concerned.

THE MISSISSIPPI LEVEE SCHEME. 

Tux Tämoxz's explanation of Capt. Cow- 
DEN’s practical and economical plan for re- 
lieving the Mississippi River from overflows 
has alarmed the New Orleans Times, which 
has ben one of the most pig-headed ad vo- 
cates of the levee scheme. The Times is 
evidently of the opinion that sensible and 
honest men, inside and outside of Congress, 
will prefer to risk $250,000 for the purpose 
of opening a new and adequate outlet as a 
measure of relief, rather than invest un- 
counted millions in a levee scheme 1,200 
miles long, the efficiency of which is at the 
best problematic. Hence the Times breaks 
out into insolent abuse of Capt. CowpEn 
and Tun Trrsvune, closing with a whining plea 
that only $4,000,000 is asked for the levee 
scheme now, and after that. we are willing 
to place our claims for a great system adapt- 
ed to the redemption of alluvial lands, and 
the improvement of the river channel, before 
Congress.” That is to say, the modest sum 
of $4,000,000 is all that is asked as a pre- 
liminary appropriation, after which comes 
the deluge. The ultimate cost of the levee 
system may be estimated on some 
data furnished by Capt. Cowpren. At 
highest water, the Mississippi River is prac- 
tically 40 miles wide and averages a depth 
of 10 to 20 feet. (To confine this vol- 
ume of water within embankments the 
river would need to be 25 feet higher than 
now. and this would determine the height of 
the levees. This allows nothing for the in- 
creasing floods from the tributaries on both 
sides. The levees, then, would need to be 
at least 25 feet high and 300 feet wide at the 
base, or equal to 704,000 yards tothe mile. 
rhe construction of such an embankment, at 
the rate of 25 cents per cubic yard, would 
cost $176,000 a mile, or 176,000, 000 for 1,000 
miles on one side, and as much more on the 
other side. This will bring the total cost of 
leveeing the whole distance up to $352,000,- 
000, including the cost of the land necessary 
to be purchased, which would add $20,000,000 
more perhaps. This isthe very modest and 
patriotic sort of thing which the promoters 
of the levee system desire the Government to 
undertake for the benefit of private inter- 
ests ! 

Capt. Cowpen’s plan, as we have already 
explained, is to make an opening into Lake 
Borgne (really a part of the Mississippi 
Sound), building two embankments parallel 
with each other, about a mile apart, to pro- 
tect the neighboring plantations from over- 
flow, and to allow the water to flow into the 
sound or bay between these embankments. 
This plan would convert a present fall of 
14 feet at a length of 110 mules 
to the mouths of the river into a fall of 14 
feet at a length of seven or eight miles, thus 
furnishing at once ashort cut from New 
Orleans to the bay for the benefit of the - 
coasting trade, and at the same time drain- 
ing the river of 6 to 10 feet of flood water by 
reason of the greater impetuosity of the fall. 
The statistics of the average high-gater 
mark show that the outlet into Lake Pont- 
chartrain (above New Orleans), which the 
river made for itself, has already reduced 
the flood-tide several feet, and the proposed 
outlet into Lake Borgne (below New Orleans) 
would effect a proportionately larger drain 
and lower the river still more all the way up 
to Memphis. 

The New Orleans Times undertakes to op- 
pose this scheme on two grounds: First, it 
says that, if this were to be the effect, then 
Cubit’s Gap, an outlet into Bay Ronde, 
would have accomplished the purpose. Now, 
the fact is that the so-called Cubit’s Gap is 
little else than one of the mouths of the 
river, and furnishes no fall whatever, as the 
river at the point where it is diverted into 
Bay Ronde is on a level with the sea. There 
was no reason, therefore, why this diversion 
should have been expected to lower the 
river, as has been the case with tke outlet 
into Lake Pontchartrain, and as will be the 
case in an outlet into Lake Borgne. Sec- 
ondly, it is contended that such an outlet as 
Capt. Cowpzn proposes will fill up Lake 
Borgne as well as Lake Pontchartrain, and 
finelly stop up itsown channel! This is a 
most ridiculous proposition, so far as filling 
up and stopping its own channel is con- 
cerned, for it must be based on the theory 
that the greater the impetuosity and decliy- 
ity of a river the greater the tendency to 
dam itself up and come to a standstill. This 
is reversing the natural order of things. But 
here is what the knavish or brainless advo- 
cate of a huge job has to say about it:

Eads, and at last leave us, wherever the main 
channel may be, with the same problems now con- 
fronting us, viz.: how to get a channel through 
the bars.-and how to prevent the overflow of the 
new banks formed. All this clap-trap about out- 
lets is betug used by Cowpen. Tas Trimone, and 
others to defeat practical and immediate levee 
protection adapted to the wants of the present 
generation. 

As a matter of fact, the outlet into Lake 
Pontchartrain has changed a stagnant, ma- 
larial, and fever-breeding pond into a clear 
and healthful body of water by the supply 
of cool, fresh water thus contributed to it, 


so that, judging from this experience, there 


is no reason to apprehend that an outlet into 
Lake Borgng will fill up the Mississippi 
Sound. But suppose it should, within the 
next hundred years, make bars and 
fill up the bay more or less, what harm 
would be done? The channel and the out- 
let would still remain in a more or less per- 
fect condition, and would provide a constant 
relief-outlet for the high waters. The Times 
professes that it is the present generation 
which needs relief, and this new outlet 
would furnish such relief now ; distant future 
generations will be able to take care of them- 
selves. 

The New Orleans Times, however, exposes 
its own purpose and that of the people whom 
it represents when it says that it is not the 
river but the planters who ought to be re- 
lieved.” This is the real reason why it wants 
the Government to begin by spending 
$4,000,000 of taxes on the levee-system, 
and follow this up by spending 
hundreds of millions. We presume it 
doesn’t make the slightest difference to 
the New Orleans Times, nor the hungry 
jobbers whom it represents, that there is 
nothing in the Constitution which warrants 
a Government expenditure of untold millions 
for the benefit of farmers or planters in a 
certain section of the country. If private 
interests can be fostered and advanced by 
the aid of Government money in this in- 
stance, so they can in all other instances. 
When the merchants and farmers of the 
North find themselves taxed for the benefit 
of the Mississippi planters, it is likely that 
they will ask an equal subsidy for them- 
selves. Indeed, when the cotton-growers in 
other portions of the South find that the 
Mississippi cotton-growers are a privileged 
class, with the Government at their back 
pledged to protect their plantations at what- 
ever cost may be necessary, it is probable 
that the former will also seek some special 
favor. Capt. Cowow's plan, involving an 
expenditure of not more than a couple of 
hundred thousand dollars, proceeds upon a 
different basis. It is a legitimate proposi- 
tion to make a navicable short cut to the sea, 
which will incidentally relieve the Mississippi 
bottoms from overflow, and afford the neigh- 
boring lands a better and surer protection 
against the dangers of floods than they can 
ever secure from the most elaborate and 
costly embankment system.

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FALLACIES OF THE COMMUNISTS. 

The main error of the Chicago Socialists is 
their assumption of superior virtue and 
knowledge. With no further evidence of 
capacity for dealing with business affairs 
than is contained in their own confessions of 
poverty and idleness, they ask to be admitted 
as full partners in all the profitable com- 
merce of the city. They take it for granted 
that they are qualified to succeed in this 
work; but men much better educated than 
they are, provided with capital, land, and 
leaders, and encouraged by Government, 
failed ignominiously in attempts to establish 
simpler forms of co-operation. Rosxar 
Owen’s experiment at New Lanafk, the early 
success of which gave the first push to mod- 
ern co-operation, failed soon after his per- 
sonal authority and direction were with- 
drawn. He wasted his life and fortune in 
the New Harmony colony, and got no thanks 
for it. His connection with the Queen- 
wood experiment only brought ridicule upon 
him. It was not much better with Dana and 
the enthusiastic reformers who joined the 
Brook Farm community. Those of them 
who are still living are extremely sensitive 
under mention of their residence in that 
unfortunate place; and yet the experiment 
there was altogether of a higher order than 
anything modern Communism contemplates. 
Still another conspicuous failure of a co- 
operative enterprise is that of the English 
Brices Brothers, whose generous terms to 
their miners was for years quoted in all polit- 
ical economies, but which ended in 1875 by 
an acknowledgment on both sides that co- 
operation was impracticable with them. 

We have made no distinction between 
co-operative and Socialistic experiments, 
because the advocates of the new system in 
Chicago do not know the difference between 
them. They argue sometimes for one and 
sometimes for the other, with an amazing 
ignorance of the history and purposes of 
both. Giving them the choice of systems, 
it is easy to show that they are in- 
capable of putting either in success- 
ful operation. Co-operation is a combina- 
tion of workmen for che purpose of dividing 
profits as well as wages. Any body of work- 
men are at liberty to try it. Society has no 
motive to discourage experiments of this 
kind. It frequently has given them valuable 
assistance. They have failed because they 
did not contain the elements of success, not 
because they have been interfered with by 
capitalists. The Communists of Chicago can 
start their co-operative shops as soon as they 
please. They need no elections or ward 
clubs to help them. But they will inevita- 


| bly: fail for the want of two or three ele- 


ments, a deficiency in which has brought all 
the productive co-operative establishments 
of Great Britain and America to grief. The 
first and most important of these is the ele- 
ment of command and the necessity 
of subordination. Without authority no 
large business can succeed. The direction 
of the details of a vast business requires an 
absolute head, just as an army does. In the 
same manner, also, the authority needs to be 
imposed from without. If it can be suspended 
or removed by faction or intrigue, the concern 
is likely to be without a head, or with an in- 
experienced one, in a most critical period. 
Another element lacking in all the co-opera- 
tive experiments yet made is a high average 
of prudence and self-denial among the 
workmen. The safe control of business 
requires a fund to be reserved for emergen- 
cies. Capitalists, having their own interests 
to consult, and habits of self-denial acquired 
in business-training, can be expected to 
make this fund as large as necessary. The 
exercise of similar self-denial by 100 or 
1,000 of their workmen is manifestly 
impossible. The majority of laborers 
reserve no fund at all, or a very insufficient 
fund, to carry them over a season of loss. 
Hence it has always happened that co-opera- 
tive experiments which have seemed to flour- 
ish, in prosperous times have gone to pieces 
almost at the first touch of adversity. Work- 
men are ready to share profits, but never ready 
to share losses. Suppose the system of co- 
operation had been generally in force in this 
country since the Panic. Would the condi- 


shrinkage of capital and prices which have 
taken place since 1873 would then have fallen 


ers. This shrinkage, including the loss on rail- 
roads, has amounted th twice the sum of the 
national debt. While it has been going on, 
labor has received all, or nearly all, its usual 
rewards. Though the rates of wages have 
diminished, the dollars in which they have 
been paid have increased in purchasing 
power. A4 good illustration of the 
workings of the capitalists in a finan- 
cial stringency may be found in the 
Joliet Rolling Mills, which started shortly 
before the Panic with a capital of $2,500,000. 
That capital melted away in five years} and 
the workmen, of whom 1,000 were employed, 
got the larger part of it. Ore, coal, 
and everything else that could be got, 
were purchased on credit; only wages, 
except at the collapse, were paid in 
full in cash. The experiment would have 
been much shorter than it was if the mills 
had been run on the co-operative plan. So 
it isin nearly all departments of industry 
since the Panic. Few manufacturing firms 
have paid interest on capital, but all that 
have continued in operation have paid 
wages. Railroad have gone into the hands of 
Receivers, but the Recejyers have distributed 
the usual rewards of labor. The establish- 
‘ments that stopped paid wages till the last, 
and will begin to pay again the moment they 
resume. Wages are the last things to be cut 
off and the first to be restored, because with- 
out them production itself is impossible. 
In the past, workmen have preferred the sys- 
tem which gave them a certainty; they will 
prefer it again as soon as the times will per- 
mit them to have it. Capital 1s rewarded, 
among other things, for the uncertainty 
which attends its operations, the absence of 
which is an inducement for workmen, who 
take no risks, to accept a certain stated sum 
for their labors. 

This discussion has not touched upon the 
wider and more serious question of Com- 
munism, pure and simple, because the So- 
cialists of Chicago profess to disclaim any 
intention to establish a system of confiscation. 
Whether they speak ignorantly or disingen- 
uously is not perbaps a question of much 
moment. The only arguments that can 
touch real Communism are those of the law 
and force; for it must be admitted that cap- 
italists have a better right to defend their 
property to the last extremity than Commun- 
ists have to attack it. 


IMPORTANT LEGISLATION NEEDED. 
The House of Representatives has so 


measurably progressed with the general 
appropriation bills that their considerati on 
in that body are drawing toaclose. The 
Senate will hereafter discuss and complete 
them, and then, according to a most vicious 
practice, they will be handed over to com- 
mittees of conference. The House, there- 
fore, has now leisure to devote to certain 
measures of important and practical legisla- 
tion in which the country has a deep inter- 
est. This leisure time might be largely and 
appropriately devoted to the passage of the 
new Tariff law, but thatis perhaps expect- 
ing too much of men who, through want of 
information or personal interests, are unwill- 
ing to grapple with any measure which 
breaks up special privileges and reduces 
taxation. It is given out, and perhaps 
with truth, that if the friends of the Tariff 
bill do not consent to its postponement until 
next session, there is a majorityin the House 
for laying the bill on the table. The Tariff 
bill being out of the way, there is no reason 
} why the House should not at once take up 
the Senate bill authorizing the issue of 


change for gold, silver, or greenbacks,— 
the bonds to be issued in denominations of 
$25, $50, and $100. Intimately connected 
with this measure is the other establishing 
a postal savings deposit system. The failure 
of the St. Louis and Chicago savings banks 
was followed by the failure of others in 
New York, shaking public confidence. Since 
then the disaster has been continuous, 
until at the present time the safety of 
all the savings banks in New En- 
gland and New York is so threatened 
that the intervention of Stay laws and the 
demand for sixty-days’ notice have been con- 
sidered essential to postpone the general 
collapse of institutions confessedly unable 
to pay their depusitors on demand. The 
savings banks of this country have reached 
nearly that condition attained by the English 
savings banks, which led to the establish- 
ment of the English postal savings banks. 
The English Government did not abolish the 
private banks but simply provided national 
savings banks, leaving the people # 


pose to offer to the public a low rate of ‘i 
terest with absolute security. The sav- 
ings are to be taken at any post- 
office. These deposits are to be re- 
ceipted for by the Postmasters, until the 
amount reaches a certain sum, say $5 or 
$10, when the depositor will receive an or- 
der on the Treasury, and his deposit will bear 
3 per cent interest. In time these receipts are 
invested in postal bonds bearing 3.65 per cent. 
The postal bonds, as well as the certificates, 
will be assignable, so that the depositor 
may at any time draw out his money, or by 
assigning his bond use the same directly as 
money. There are or have been over one 
thousand millions of dollars on deposit in the 
savings banks of this country, and they repre- 
sent the thrift, economy, and self-denial of the 
hard-working portion of the public, whose in- 
come is small. These people have no means 
for the safe-keeping of this money ; they have 
no choice but to employ savings binks, The 
Government, being a debtor, is of neces- 
sity a borrower. Why may it not 
borrow of these people, offering them abso- 
lute security and low rate of interest, and 
thus be able to relieve the country by taking 
up the 5 and 6 per cent bonds now out- 
standing? These two bills are of immediate 
practical importance to the Government and 
to the savings-deposit class. The offer of 
the small bonds will furnish a popular 
means of investment for persons having 
small sums of money, while the savings- 
deposit banks will furnish absolute security 
to the immense population who seek some 
means whereby their small savings being 
safe may gradually accumulate. There 
ought to be no serious objections to either 
of these bills, and there ought to be no delay 
in taking them and passing them. 


There is a bill pending in Congress having 
for its purpose the remission of national 
taxes due by insolvent banks in all cases 
where the tax, if paid, must be paid out of 
money belonging to depositors? There is an 
evident injustice in the law as it stands. De- 
posits are not the property of the bank, but 
of the persons who have left their money 
there for safe keeping. Depositors are not 
the bank, nor have they any control over its 
management, or share in its profits.

The Rev. Mr. Srsncer thought these Sunday 
church notices in the papers were a comparatively 
insicnificant feature of the question. and thought 
that inasmuch as they appeared in the Saturday 
afternoon papers it was dot entirely improper that 
they should be corrected in the Sunday papers.

enough for pretense sake. If the little Morrsr 
machine were conscientiously manipulated, it 
should yield a revenue to the State for the year of 
$3, 300,000. ‘The advocates of the contrivance con- 
fidently expected a million at least, but the present 
indications are that the State will do well if it gets 
the $200,000 minus the three millions it should 
obtain. There are about 5.000 registers now in 
use, but the returns thus far are so incomplete that 
it is impossible to estimate the average income for 
each register. In Richmond it is $9.50 per month, 
in Alexandria $5, and in Danville $18, and the va- 
riations generally are very wide. The law seems 
to work unfavorably to the interests of the saloon 
people, but has greatly increased the business of 
the storekeepers. Tipplers economically vent go 
to the stores and buy their favorite brands by the 
demiiohn full, thus saving the tax on every drink 
exacted at the bars. 


At the weekly session of the Methodist min- 
isters’ meeting yesterday, the regular order was 
taken up: What can we do more than we are 
now doing to secure a proper observance of the 
Sabbath day!“ The clerical gentlemen did not 
mean tbe Sabbath day,“ as that is the seventh 
or last dav of the week. The Jews keep the 
Sabbath day; Christians observe the first day of 
the week called Sunday, and those preachers of 
course meant the fret day. It 1s well to be 
correct ip stating the question before the meet- 
ing, if for no other reason than to prevent the 
Jews from supposing the Christians of Chicago 
had or were about to adopt their hoiy day, in- 
culcated in the Commandments of Moss, 
which required them to keep the seventh day 
of the week, which is Saturday, whereas Chris- 
tians adopted the first day as long ago as Con- 
STANTINE’S time, and some claim even longer 
back.

The 
Sultan, at his own expense, has sent the horse to 
Marseilles, whence he will proceed to New York.

THE RAILROADS. 


THE MISSOURI RIVER WAR. 

The managers of the roads leading to Mis- 
souri River points beld a meeting yesterday at 
the Grand Pacific Hotel, and discussed the 
freight war. It was the unanimous opinion 


that the war should be carried on until tue St. 


Louis roads are ready to come to terms, which 
time is believed to be not faroff. The ques- 
tion of reducing the rates to five cents 
per 100 pounds on all classes from Chicago to 
Miseourt River points was also considered, but 
it was thought to be best to hold off a little, 
and adhegé for * present to the prevailing 
rates, namely, 18 cents on first and second 
classes, 15 ceuts on third class, and 10 cents on 
fourth and fifth class. Mr. Fink’s proposition 
to hold a meeting in New York between all 
the parties interested in this war was also.con- 
sidered again, and, after a lengthy discussion, 
it was decided to attend such a. meeting if one 
can be arranged, as under the circumstances 
New York will be the most convenient point to 
meet, as the Presidents of the two Si. Louie 
roads are in that city at present. Mr. Hugh 
Riddle, who held the position of Chairman 
of the Executive Committee for some 
time past, resigned, and Mr. J. C. Me- 
Mullin, General Superiptendent of the Chica7o 
& Alton Railroad, was elected to fill the 
vacancy. The determination of the Chicago 
roads to make no concessions and even reduce 
the rates still further if the St. Louis lines do 
not soon come to terms, has torown the valiant 
managers of Bridgetown into coustervation. A 
St. Louis paper expresses their feelings in the 
following remar«s: 

The sapient managers of the Chicago and Mis- 
souri River roads yesterday adopted a resolution 
to carry freigt at five cents a 100 pounds, if neces- 
sary, in order co vindicate that sublime principle 
P railroad management, that freight can be hauled 
500 miles as cheaply as it can be hauled 250 miles. 
When the Grangers accevt thie assurance on the 
authority of the railroad managers, and compe) the 
roads to haul freight regularly at rates more than 
double the cut-throat rates in which they 
spasmodically indulge, the precious idiots who are 
now carrying fo@ight from Chicago to Kansas City 
for $10 a car set up a how! about persecution, and 
want to know what is coming over the country. 
There can be Dut one end to an attempt to make 
the rate from Chicago to Kansas City the same as 
from St. Louje to Kansas City, and the sooner the 
end comes tne better. But, meanwhile, the stupid 
and senseless war forced on our roads by the Chi- 
cago innocents is destroying railroad property and 
unsettling the value of every article of which the 
price depends on the freight charges. 


MUCH NOISE AND LITTLE WOOL. 

The rumor mentioned in yesterday’s TRIBUNE 
that a heavy defalcation had occurred in the 
Ticket Department of the Pittsburg, Fort 
Wayne & Chicago Railroad is set at rest by the 
managers of thisroad, by the statement that 
there has been no defalcation at all. The fact 
is, there has been a deficiency in the accounts of 
the city ticket-office at the Madison-street depot 
ever since the. centennial year, which 
is not attributed to Mr. C. M. Clark, 
who the managers say is an honest and efficient 
official. During the Centennial year there ex- 
isted a great rivalry among the various roads, 
aud a large number of tickets were placed ih 
the hands of outside parties of which no ac- 
count was kept and which caused the 
deticiency. Mr. Clark acted under instructions 
from his superior officers when 
he put out these tickets, and the 
only reason why he is be censured is for not 
keeping better track of them or reporting the 
tact sooner to the general officers of the road. 
The facts in this matter were known, however, 
to the General Managers of the road for some 
time past, and they did not intend to have 
the matter become public, as it was no one’s 
concern but their own. But Mr. Clark’s assistant 
Mr. H. C. Davis, it is claimed, gave out the se- 
cret in order to have Mr. Clark ousted from bis 
position and get the place himself. He was 
wrong, however, in his calculation, and, instead 
of securing the place, he got bounced, while 
Mr. Clark still remains in the employ of the 
Company. 


STIFFENING RATES. 

The General Freight Agents of the roads 
leading east from this city hcid a meeting yes- 
terday afternoon at the office of Commissioner 
Guilford, at which the existing tariff-rates were 
reaffirmed. This action will leave the rate on 
grain from Chicago to New York at twenty-five 
cents per 100 pounds for the present. 
During the past week it is claimed some of 
the roads made contracts at twenty cents, and 
yesterday’s action was necessary in order to 
prevent a geucral cutting of rates. : 

The Peoria roads had also been cutting the 

rain rates during the past week or two, which 
— undoubtedly been the cause of the cutting 
ot rates in this city. Information was received 
here yesterday that the Peoria roads bad taken 
a similar action as the Chicago roads, and reaf- 
firmed the old tariff. The railroads are aware 
of..the fact that they can get but little 
ness during the navigation season at the 
25-cent rate, owing to the competition by lake, 
but it was thought to be impracticabie to make 
a reduction, as such action would have eaused 
a similar reduction by lake, and the roads would 
not have been an iota better off than they were 
before. With th: present rates they will at 
least be able to get remunerative figdres from 
interior points, which would also have declined 
had a reduction been made on the through 


business.

Arcntsox, Kan., April 2¥.—The Wabash Rail- 
road Company has extended an invitation to 
the State Editorial Association of Kansas, 
which meets in this city in June next, to make 
an excursion over their line to Put-in-Bay.

There is nothing new in the Florida story,

Mr. Purman’s 
statements attracted no attention in 1877. and we 
see no reason why the same statements should be 
considered important now when they are repeated 
by much less reputable persons. Mr. Tilden was 
too shrewd a politician not to perceive that the 
natural course of events had been making agents 
for him ever since the maugaration of Mr. Hayes. 
After that closely-countested „election, a great 
many persons of doubtful character beset the 
White House and the Departments with clamorous 
demands for *‘ recognition’’ and reward,“ on 
the ground of mythical services. If Mr. Tilden 
had been the winner, the same or a similar set of 
men would bave presented just such a claim to 
him. A wise President would have turned them 
out of doors at once. Mr. Hayes was weak 
enough to give some of them placés, which they 
were imncapavle of filling; and, when at last it be- 
came necessary to cut them adrift, tley were 
twenty times more angry than if he had never 
tried to hefriend them. It is always so. Put a 
rogue or a fool into an office waich he does not de- 
serve, and he thinks he has an inalienabie right to 
it. do these hungry wretches,—the special-serv- 
ice clerk who went on a spree with the Govern- 
ment money. and could not get a Consuiship; the

rs | RED MURDER. 


A Faithful Boy Killed by an Italian 
Vagabond. 


cessful Revolver-Shot. 
The Capture of the Murderer---Popular 


Seusation---At the Dead Man’s 
House. 


An hour before noon yesterday. on one of the 
most -frequented: business streets in the heart of 
the city, just opposite one of the leading hotels, 
ander the walls of the Atheneum Building, and 
within a few yards of the Chicago Public Library, 
& foul, bloody, and unprovoked murder was com- 
mitted. The victim was a lad of 18 years, an hon- 
est, hard-working boy, whose only fault was his 
fidelity to the interests of his employer. Themur- 
deter was a Jow-browed, dirty libel upon human- 
ity, Italian by b rth, and infesting the earth under 
the name of Luigi Pietro Simono. For the sake 
of tuat justice which has been so often evaded of 
late, it ie well that the witnesscs to this latest de- 
velopment of villainy and murder are both numer- 
Ous And respectable. : 

THE STORY OF THE MURDER 

is short and simple, and there is no possibility of 
discussion as tu the facts. At avout ten minutes 
aiter ll o'clock yesterday morning, the murdered 
lad. McCue, who was employed by Messrs. Harrell 
& Owen, of the Novelty Leather Works, No. 39 
State sireet, saw a man upon the sidewalk engaged 
in carryi off 4 number of boxes, the property of 
the firm. The Company formerly did business on 
Adams street, but removed on Saturday last, and 
were establishing themseives in the third floor of 
the building on the corner of Lake and State 
streets. Their business is that of manufacturing 
small leather goods, and they use paper boxes in 
which tw place the articles. A bundle of 
these boxes, containing about twenty and 
valued at $1.25, was upon the sidewalk 
r to the upper floor. Simono came 
up, with his chiffomer'’s bag upon his back, and 
without delay or explanation trampled down the 
boxes into a shapeiess mass and crowded them in- 
to his bag. 

An employe of the firm, Hermann Schuettler by 
name. saw the thief at work and informed his em 
ployer. The lad McCue jumped upon the elevator, 
and in a few moments reached the sidewalk. Mr. 
Owen came out and told tne Italian that he must 
pay for the boxes. The thief pretended not to un- 
derstand what was said to him. and Mr. Owen in- 
structed McCue and another lad named Frank 
Washburn to keep an eye upon him while 
he (Owen) went to find a policeman. The 
bors were honest and true, and obeyed 
orders. Mr. Owen started south on State street in 
search of an officer, and Simono shouldered his 
ag, with the plunder im it, and struck across the 
street, followed by McCue and Washburn. The 
instructions given by Mr. Owen to the lads were to 
hold on to the thief until a policeman could be 
procured, and not to do anything else. 

It was not possible that the spectacle of a rag- 
icker with a bag full of stolen property and fol- 
owed by two boys, who were doing their best to 

arrest his progress, should fail to attract atten- 
tion, ahd 
A CROWD BEGAN TO GATHER. 

Seeing this, Simouo dropped his bag, and started 
to run through the alley south of Lake street in 
the direction of Dearvorn street, the buys fullow- 
ing closely inthe rear. Poor McCue, like a true 
hero as he was, faithfalto his duty throughout, 
stuck tothe flying thief, and twice came near 
capturing him. When it ie remembered that the 
murdered boy was & slim young fellow of 18 or sv, 
and thatthe bloody-minded scoundrel whom. he 
pursucd was twice his age and a thick-set, heavy 
mau, the poor boys Courage and manliness stand 
Out self-apparent. As the thief reached Dearborn 
street McC ae came up with him, and when haif- 
way across the street laid his hand on the scoun- 
drei‘s shoulder. In an instant, without a word 
being spoken, the Neapolitan brigand drew a re- 
volver, placed it to the boy's heart, and pulled 
the trigger. 

THE FATAL BULLET 
sped upon ite way. and the lad staggered and fell, 
face downward, upon the sidewalk. 

The murder occurred just outside the drug-store 
of Strong & Maynard, and Mr. Strong ran out and 
carried in the boy. The only words which he ar- 
ticulated were, Oh, Lam shot! and in less than 
five minutes he breathed his last. Meantime the 
murderer started south on Dearborn street, but 
several citizens who had been attracted by the 
shooting stopped his way. On tue northwest cor- 
ner of Vearborn and Randolph street taere is a va- 
cant lot, and into this Simono threw his pistol, 
which was picked up by Maj. *Wilham. Nevana. 
The weapon was a small one and one-half Smith & 
Wesson seven-shooter. wita five fuli and two empty 
chagbers. Mr. Sexton and Mr. A. B. Woods at 
the same time laid hold of the murderer, and de- 
taiped him untii the arrival of an officer. 

By this time a large crowd had gathered, and 
threats of lynching were made on every hand. But 
the police were only too promptin their response, 
and, by the time thatthe outraged sensibilities of 
the crowd were about to crystailize into action, 
Lieut. Gerbing and several members of the Lake 
street squad had arrived onthe ground. The mur- 
derer was taken into Strong & Maynard's drug- 
store. where the body of his victim lay, dripping 
the floor with blood, and there the police 
held him until a passage-way could be 
cleared. Then they removed him to the 
Central Station, and thence he was taken 
to the Armory, where he 16 still confined. The 
crowd, wich was composed entirely of business 
men and Aborers employed on the new buildings 
now in process of erection On Randolph street, fol- 
lowed the police ana their prisoner along Dearborn 
street, and cries of ‘* Lynch him!" Haug the 
murderer !’’ resounded through the streets. But 
the officers heid on to their man, and he was 
booked as aforesaid. 

AT THE POLICE STATION 

there was no one who could converse with the 
man-kilier, for he either could not or would not 
peak English. The wretch looked upon the body 
of the poor boy without giving sign of grief or 
feeling, but when the officers searched him and 
took away his money he objected. In his pocket- 
book was found some $30 in currency, and 
in a leather beit aroun! his waist there was found 
the equivalent of $360 in foreign gold coin. So, 
if the citizens of Chicago lay back and wait fur 
the slow process of the law, Mr. Simono, biood- 
stained, red-handed murderer of an innocent boy, 
will have money enough to take his case to the 
‘Supreme Court. 


whelming: but such was true in the case of Rande, 
and yet that infinite scoundrel stil vollutes tne 
earth. Whether the unimpeachable testimony of 
haif a dozen reliable witnesses will suffice to hang 
Luigi Pietro Simono is for the good people of Cook 
County to cogitate over. Should he swindle the 
Sheriff, it will be but one more instance of 
the triumph of legal chicanery over justice. He 
has his choice of defenses, from insanity to justi- 
fiable homicide, and it is a safe prophecy to make 
that some lawyer will be found to-day willing to 
take his money and help him evade the scatfold. 
THE MURDERED BOY, 
Nicholas McCue, was between 18 and 19 years of 
age. His father, Christopher McCue, is an ex- 
pressman, and resides at No. 18 Nebraska street, 
on the West Side. Nicholas was the third of a 
family of ten, and was an honest, sober, and in- 
dustrious boy. Last night Mr. J. Ralph, a barness- 
maker at No. 213 State street, with whom the 
poor fellow learnt his trade, called at the 
office of Tas Txrirune, entirely unsolicited by any 
one connected with the paper, and gave his testi- 
mony as to the good character of the boy. Mr. 
Ralph said that in the three years Wuring which he 
knew Nicholas the latter showed himself honest, 
willing, and sober, and worthy of trust. Messers. 
Harrell & Owen say that the pour fellow, who had 
only been in their employ about two months, a- 
ways did hie work well and thoroughly, and was 
the best boy they had in the factory. hey will 
bear the whole expense of the funeral, and will 
spare no expense to prosecute the murderer. 
THE BOY, FRANK WASHBURN, 
who joined with McCue in rms | the desperado. 
tells the story as follows: ‘‘The Italian was 
trampling-down the bundle of boxes and putting 
them in his bag when he was seen. Mr. Owen 
told us to stay by him until he (Owen) could get a 
policeman, and started towards Washington street 
for that purpose. The Italian went south on State 
a little way, and then crossed the street (o the 
alley. We kept with him, and then he dropped 
his bag and startedtorun. McCue was nearest 
him. When they got to Dearborn street McCue 
caught him by the shoulder, and the man pulled 
out his pistol and I saw McCue fall. I was pearly 
across the street at the time. McCue had nv pistol 
or weapon of any kind.

d the Italian and hustled him into the drug-store 
in the Athenwum building. His story of what he 
saw is as follows: 

1 started out of our office at 11:15 on some 
business. I went down to Thickstun's and then to 
the New Chicago, but the parties I was looking 
yafter were not there. I then went down Randolph 
street and up Dearborn, standing there by the 
vacant lot ant this side of the Atheneum building. 
I was watching for my men, having an idea that 
they were at the Tremont House, and would soon 
come out. I saw this Italian and the boy come 
across Dearborn street from the Tremont House 
alley just north of the Atheneum. When the 
italien stepped on the sidewalk, the boy said soime- 
thing to him, and put one hand on nis shoulder. 1 
could not hear what be said. The Italiau turned 
immediately, drew his revolver, and fired. I saw 
the young fellow stagger. The Itahan started to 
run down on the same side of the street, with the 
revolver still in his hand. I knew it was oi no use 
to run tow him and tackle him, as he was 
coming towards me, and I could seize hin sud- 
denly. So 1 stepped close tothe wooden railing, 
and when be came up beside me I jumped at him, 
caught him by tne throat, and he slipped the re- 
volver down into the vacant lot. I first thought of 
taking him to our office, and getting a man to run 
him into the Central Station. But by this time 
there was a crowd of perhaps fifty 11 running

Many stern - faced men stood around the station 
and on all hands there was but one expression in 
regard to this most dastardly and brutal crime. 
W hen it became known that inguest would not 
take place until to-day the crowd slowly dispe 
but if the Armory Police Court is not packed fu 
to-day there is no truth in signs. 


During the afternoon several of the prisoner's’ 


countrymen visited the station. Tue Trisune re- 
porter spoke with two respectable Italians and ac- 
companied by them 
VISITED THE PRISONER 
in his cell. He gave his name as above, and skid 
that he lived on Clark street, near Polk, and some- 
times stayed on Indiana avenue near Fourteenth 
street. in what is kuowuas The Patch.” He is 
u low-sized, bettle-browed ruftian, not more than 
five feetfour inches in height, out heavily set. 
Probably his is about 40 years, and his black 
hair and short dark moustache serve 
— 4 to emphasize a countenance which 
will alone recommend him for the lows. 
Questioned by the Italians, Simono said that he 
was born in Upper Sicilv, in the Province of 
Campo-Chiaro, near Naples, and that he had been 
about two years in this country. He told a wild 
and incoherent story, interspersed with manifold 
* and shrugs of the shoulders. Tue 
dirty, miserable hound, with his clothes torn and 
dragging on the floor of his cell, his beard un- 
shaven, and his quick, small eyes glancing from 
side to side, like those of a caged rat, told a tissue 
of lies to those who ke with him. First ne de- 
clared that he never shot the boy, then that he 
killed McCue because the latter insulted him, and 
then that McCue drew.a pistol on him, which he 
knocked up with his hand. As the poor 
boy had never had or owned a pistol, and 
as there are from half adoven to half a score of 
witnesses who saw the killing, Signor Simono 
will nud it bard to lie out of it this way. He should 
better try to prove that his great-uncle by his 
mother’s side had a mania for murder. 
POST-MORTEM EXAMINATION. 

At 4 o'clock Coroner Dietzsch, County-Physician 
Geiger, and his assistant, visited the house of 
mourning where the body of the murdered boy lay. 
it was 4 small, two-story frame structure, and in a 
back room on the upper floér, on a fough éouch 
formed by four chairs and a piece at board, lay the 
corpse of the slaughtered lad. The doctors at 
once entered on the work of ascertaining the 
course of the bullet, but failed to find the 
missile. It entered the left breast, passed 
ciean through tue fifth rib, touched the lung, and 
thence bore On its deadiy Way, passing turough the 
left ventricle of the heart, and lodging, as is sup- 
posed, in the spine. The hemorrhage was inter- 
nal, and the pericardium was fliled with clotted 
biood. It was not decmed necessary to mutilate 
tne body in order to find tne bullet, which was very 
small, as the cause of death was so clearly appa- 
rent. 

This morning the Coroner will impanel a jury, 
and at 3p. m. the inquest will be held at the 
Armory. The witnesses have been notitied to be 
on hand at that hour, and the examination is not 
likely to be a protracted one. The Grand Jury is 


in session, and jail-cases and indictments oga = ‘

AT THB DEAD MAN’S HOUSE. 

In the evening there was a sorrowful! scene at the 
house of the dead boy. The neighbors came in 
quietly and filled the humble fooms, speaking in 
low tones and whispers, aud expressing their sym- 
pathy for his family and their sorrow for his sud - 
den taking off. Neoraska street is a little by-way, 

ust off from Throop street, and a block south of 

avior. There is a grocery on the corner, and be- 
yond that are straggiing rows of cottages, such as 
are common in the poorer neighvorhoods of the 
city. A few doors from the corner, standi back 
trom the street, is the little two-story frame buila- 
ing occupied by the MeCues. At the gate was a 
group of young men, friends of the deceased, who 
were talking about his good qualities as the reporter 
entered.

There 
were people coming and going continually, 
sto ping only to taae a look at the corpse in tee 
front room up-stairs, and to offer a few words of 
honest commiseration to ‘the members of the 
family whom they met. Outside it was dark, for 
there are few street-lamps on Nebraska street; in- 
side, the — light was afforded by a few candles, 
which scarcely made the countenances of the many 
visitors recognizable. 

The body of young McCue was stretched out up- 
on an improvised couch, and his pallid face was vis- 
ible beyond the sheet in which he was 9 d. At 
the head sat several women neighbors, with hand- 
kerchiefs to their eyes; at the feet were other 
women; clustered about and crowaing the narrow 
room uncomfortably were otner lookers-on, some 
evidently drawn thither by idle curiosity, but 
most of them deply impressed by the solemnity of 
the occasion. An affecting incident occurred. ‘The 
sister of the murdered boy came in to take a look 
at him. The towe! which had just been laid upon 
hie face was lifted at her request, and on see) 
hia loved features she sprang forward and kisse 
bim passionately over and over again, and sobbed 
as though her hear: was breaking. Tue entire 
company was thrilied by ber grief. 

IN THE GROCERY 
on the corner a number of men were gathered, 
discussing the murder, of course, for there wae no 
other tupic than this on Nebraska street. 

He was 4 good boy, said one man who wore 
the badge of au ezpressmaun. I never knewa 
kinder-hearted “chap or more respectfnil to his 
pareuts.”’ 

‘*That is so,“ said tne grocer. I've known 
Nick ever since he was a little boy, and never knew 
anything bad of him. 

He was steady and industrious. added a third, 
aud always worked when he could vet anything 
to do. ? 


He was that temperate, " said the grocer, ‘*‘ that 
he never got drunk in his life, and I don't believe 
he ever even drank a glaes of beer. He came in 
here only last evening and bought a cigar vf me, 
and wee him to have a glass of beer, bat he re- 
fused. ”’ 

»The McCues have lived in this part of the town 
for eleven or twelve years, chimed in the first 
speaker, and they have always had a good name 
among us. There are eight children, two older 
than Nick, and all well-behaved, nice children.

THE FINANCES. 

OF THE $80,000 IN scRIP 
prepared by the Comptroliet for distribution, tne 
amount taken by employes up to last evening was 
only $7,000. How much of the latter sum has 
been gotten rid of cannot be ascertained, but from 
statements yesterday of Marshal Benner, Commis- 
sioner De Wolf, and others, it would seem that 
more than half of it has passed into the hande of 
third parties,—grocerymen, landlords, etc. In a 
few instances the,paper was taken for 94 cents; in 
the majority, however, at par. The only one 
who got part cash, so far as khown, 
was Marsha) Benner. His landlord, Judge 
Otis, took $150, and as Benner owed three months’ 
rent he was handed back $90 in greenbacks. 
Some of the Sanitary Inspectors have been for- 
tunate. and all would have been able to get, Hd of 
their scrip if it had been in small denominations. 
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they having received three warrants, one for Jan- 
uary, another for February, and the other for 
March, whereas the other employes paid off had 
their salaries split up into sums ranging from $5 


to $20.

than that suggested by the Comptroller, —better 
because it requires no new legislation, and because 
it does not lead the Council into temptation, 
as the effort to accumulate a surplus fund 
would do. it is briefly this: The 
decisions of the Supreme Court in the Springfield 
and Chicago cases are, in brief, that the city must 
collect its revenues before it spends them, for in 
no other way can itavoid ranping in debt. But 
the city is at present over @ yearbehindhand. The 
only way to catch up is to impose an increase of 
taxation for one year, the difficulty being whether 
the taxpayers could stand for one year a double 
burden of taxation. Since they woul unquestion- 
ably. revolt if they had to pay a tax-levy of $7, - 
000, 000 instead of $3,500,090, the proposal is to 
make two bites of a cherry and Lo get at the thing 
gradually. 

By the Mawicipal Incorporation act the fiecal 
year commences with the eleciion af the officers of 
any city or village. That is, it commences with 
the Ist of April. It is provided. however, that 
anv Council may by ordinance change the fiscal 
year. The City of Chicago has done that. and its 
year now runs trom January todanuary. The first 
thing to be dune is to change the fiscal year, —for 
the Council to pass an ordinance making it run 
from July 1 to July 1. J 

The charter provides that, during the first quar- 
ter of the fiscal year, the Couneli must make the 
appropriation forthe fiscal year, Therefore, the 
fiscal year having been changed, the Council must,

provided for by the Appropriation ordi- 
nance which was passed last February at a time 
when the fiscal year ran from January, 1878, to 
January, 1879. It wil! be necessary, therefore, to 
make appropriations for six months only. It will 
be neeeful to do this during July, because, by the 
existing law, the Council must by the secund Tues- 
day of August certify to the County Clerk the 
amount of money which it desires to raise by tax- 
ation ,and which must be extended in that year's 
warrant; so during July the Council will 
make its appropriations for the six months running 
from January to July, 1879. In order to relieve 
the taxwayers as much as possible, this appropria- 
tion should cover simply the July interest and six 
months’ salaries for police, fire, school, and other 
departments. The interest, judgments, and sala- 
nes will amount to about $1,200,000, to which 
should be added about $250,000 to cover errors, 
abatements. and other contingencies. Then, in 
December, the Town Collectors will have on their 
books for collection city taxes for year and a 
half,—for all of 1878. which will by that 
time have pretty nearly expired, ana for 
a half of 15879. The City Treasurer will 
begin receiving during tae middle of December 
the money which isto pay for the expenses of 
1878, and also that which is to pay for the first six 
months of 1879. During December, January, 
February, March, and April, the city will receive 
from‘ the town and coupty Collectors enough 
money to pay all its curgent expenses, its interest, 
its firemen, policemen, school- teachers, for the 
fret six months of 1870. When the Let of July 
comes, its new fiscal year will have closed with all 
expenditures paid up to date. Then, in July, 
1879, it will make its appropriations forthe fscal 
year rung’ng up to July, 1880. During July. 
August, September, October, November, and a 
part of December, it will have to run on credit. It 
will have to run for about six months, as it now has 
to run for abouttwelve months. That, however, 
could be gotten along with. 

The advantages of this plan are that it requires 
no action by the Legislature. That body does not 
meet untii January of next year. No law whichit 
passes, unless it be an emergency one. can go into 
effeat before July —tov late to affect the assessment 
or the manner of collecting the taxes. To procure 
an emergepcy-vill modifying the Revenue law 
wonld be almost impracticable. This plan 
shortens by six fu months the period 
during which the city runs on credit, and 
it does it with an additional tax of only 
a million and a half. Assuming that the decisions 
of the Court are in favor of the validity of the 
city scrip, yet the system of running the city with 
it for twelve months cannot be continually carried 
on. It amounts, in reality, to paying the taxes a 
year in advance. It is calling on the busmess- 
men wbo have just paid their taxes for 1877 to 
to pay now their taxes for 1878. The plan pro- 
posed takes the burden to a great extent from 
their shoulders and distributes it equally over the 
community. Itisthe first step towards collecting 
all the city’s revenues in advance of their expend- 
itures, for it collects six months’ rev¢hue almost 
before a month's expenses have been incurred. 

TESTING THE LEGALITY OF THE SCRIP. 

The statements made by Mr. Roby to a Tuin unn 
reporter the other day regarding the illegality of 
the scrip brought the city authorities toa realiz- 
ing sense of their duty, and they sought out Mr. 
Roby yesterday, and told him that if he would 
file a bill praying for an injunction they would pay 
all the expenecs. While not fearing the result, 
they desired to get a judicial opinion in order to 
remove the doubt as to the validity of the paper. 
since without such an opinion the experiment 
would unquestionably prove to be a failure. Mr. 
Ruby consented to accommodate the authorities, 
and stated is points to Corporation-Counsel Bon- 
field, who drew ap the bill, and Mr. Roby filed it 
in Judge Williams’ court in the afternoon. 

The petitioner, Henry Fuller, states that he is a 
taxpayer, and is the owner of taxable land within 
the limits of the City of Chicago; that in March of 
the current year ordinances were passed by the 
proper authorities r appropriations for cor- 

rate purposes for the fiscal year from Jan. 1. 
1878. to Dec. 31. 1878, and levying the taxes, and 
that on the Sth of April the City Clerk duly certi- 
fied to the County Clerk the amount required to be 
raised by taxation for city purposes upon the as- 
sessment of property to be made in the current 

The value of all taxable roperty 
the city, as ascertained y the 
assessment for State and county taxes in 1877, the 
last assessment, is $148,400,148. The city is in 
debt more than $13,000,000, or more than 5 per 
centonthe amount of such assessment. There 
have been prepared and issued to employes of the 
city for services rendered during 1378, and the 
Mayor and Comptroller give out that they will con- 
tinue to issue from time to time for the, current 
expenses of 1878, instruments to the amount of 
about $3,000,000, bat not faster than such ex- 
penses shall actually be incurred, and not to ex- 
ceed 85 per cent of the tax appropriation and levy 
for 1878. The petitioner alleges the truth to be 
tnat, the city being in debt to an amount 
exceeding the limit of the Constitation, it has 
no power to incur any further debt, and the 
officers have no power to issue such instruments. 
Wherefore he prays that they may be enjoined and 
forbidden to further issue such instruments pur- 
porting to add to the debt of the city, while jt shail 
remain above 5 per cent of the value of the prop- 
erty in the city as assessed for State and county 
taxes. 

A demurrer was filed by the city 
statement of fact, but denying 
joining issue on the latter.
